PLAGUE IN INDIA. 

Sheena eee 


* Since the heginning of the year plague has 
become worse, says the Bumbay Gaaetle of the 
oth alto, In some parts of India, notably the 
Southern province, it is not so virulent, but the 
terrible progress of the pestilence in the north 
and in Bombay has more than counterbalanced 


‘the relief afforded by. its diminution in other 


places. At present it is raging in Bengal with 
appalling virulence, the victims numbering 
2,500 weekly, of which Patna contributes about: 
1,00, while it is very deadly in Saran. The 
disease has broken out in Henares, and there- 
fore the only important area remaining 
free is the, Central Provinces... In Bombay 
Site plagus is claiming over too victims 
daily; the type of disease is particularly 
virulent and 94 per cent. of the cases prove 
fatal—a greater proportion than has been 
recorded at any time'since the first out 
According to the weekly returns there were 786° 
deaths as compared with 466 for the previous 
seven days, and unfortunately there is-every. 
indication that plague mortality will rise even 


higher before it again descends to normal. |, 


Since January, 4th five Europeans, two Eura- 
sians, and one Amenian have beeii attacked, 
Karachi has again become infected, plague 
cases having occurred in various parts of the 
northern port, though whether the pestilence 
dhas’ been imported or is indigenous is not 
known. . It is, however, rohable, that the in 
fection has been brought ty pilgrims who as- 
semble at Karachi in vast numbers at this time 
of gears en route for Mecca, The greatest diffi- 
culty in dealing with the ‘disease in Bombay, 
and indeed throughout every infected area in 
India, is the want of a proper staf. In years 
ipast there have been J6 or 17 special plague 
officers, but the present stafi dacs not, numeri- 
cally reach double figures. Again, there is a 
serious deficiency in the:medical staff, the latter 
beirg more or less due to the great need for 
doctors in the famine districts, whither, .after. 
‘plaguesubsided last July, ninctenths of the staff 
were drafted, In regard to the deficiency of 
svard officers this is due to the unusual calls upon 
establishments by reason of the South African 
War, the China. and ‘Somaliland Expeditions, 
and-a.minor expedision'on the frontier. The 
number of officers is much bélow what it. should 
be and cannot.be further reduced without en- 
dangering the efficiency of the Native Army. 
This combination of adverse circumstances 
} of Government especially 
difficult, .«: . understand, they | are 
“seriously rihg ‘the position... In regard 
‘ta Bombay f, yar seems advisable to engage 
-moré ‘qualified medical men_of high rank to 
supervise -nieasures in the ‘City, butjas at the

_ The. wile of a reigning ‘King of England, 
though a subject, was not.and still in some 
tespects is not in the same legal position as 
other married women. There are peculiar. legal 
| priviléges attaching to her position, and in the 
days of the old law, when a married woman 
was almost entirely subservient to her-hus: 
band, those privileges. were many and import: 
ant. ‘And, first," says Sic William Blackstone, 
“she is a public parson, exempt and ‘distinct 
4 from:the King; and sot, like other married 
} women, so closely connected as to -have lost 
all legal or séparate existence, so long as the 
: or the Queen is of 
-avility: to purchase lands, and, to convey 
them, to ‘make leases, to grant copyholds, 


jaud'to other acts of ownership,: without 


the “concurrence of ‘her Jord; which no 
other married woman can do.” According to 
the leamed Selden this privilege dateu from 
Saxon times, Sir Edward: Coke gives a 
curious reason ‘for these rights of the Queen 
| Consort:—"The' wisedome of the. Common 
; Law would not have the King (whose continu-, 
allcare and study: is forthe publike, #f circa 
ardua, regni) to be troubled and disquicled 
for suck private and petty causes; so.as the 
wife of the King of England is of ability and 
capacity to grant and to take, to ste and to be 
sued as a femte sole by the Common Law," A 
married wounn at the present day, has, of 
. course, almost achieved her independence as to 
property; but, in so far as she has not done so, 
the Queen Consort exceeds her in privilege. 
{t is only quite ‘recently that a wife has’ 
shad complete freedom of testamentary dispo: 
(jon. ‘Chis right the Queen Consort has always 
enijoyed« She had also a considerable number 
of privileges in matters of legal procedurc, She 
has, morcover, “separate Courts and officers 
distinct from the King’s, not only in matters of 
ceremony, but even. of law; and her Attorney 
and Solicitor-General are entitled to a place 
within the Bar of His Majesty’s Courts, to- 
gether with the King's Counsel,” Most of the 
Queen’s minor privileges, however, such as the 
exemption from payment of toll, have fallen | 
into desuctude. 

The Law Journal says:—The question af the 
constitutional position of a Queen Consort once 
mare becomes of interest. The status of a 


Queen Consort’ always differed ‘from that of 


married women in general. She was ‘con- 
sidered in law as a feme sole, By an Act 
of Henry’ VIIL, passed ‘in, 1540, she was 
empowered to take grants from the King, 
and ts sue or be sued in her own name, with 
the-addition of “Queen of England.” The 
power of acquiring and disposing of property 
conferred on her by that statute’ was confirmed 
by 39 and 4o Geo, III. c..88, ss. Sand 9, ‘The 
Queen Consort is a “public person,” and the 


Courts take judicial notice of Acts of Parlia- |’ 


ment relating to her, She has a separate Court, 

| and ceremonial offices and officers.distinct from 
the King, She appears in the Courts by her 
own Attorney and Solicitor-General, Although 
she is only a ‘subject, the compassing or im-

.account'in'a Lahore 

fibex shooting amid the snow-topped moun- 

ins of Kashmir, The ground that gave him 
his introduction to this long-horned handsome 
denizen of.the higher altitudes was the Gargai 
-nullah, which he describes as “ perched among 
the enormous snowclad giants of the mountains 
of Dardistan.” The chief attraction of ibex 
shooting lies ‘in the difliculty, danger,. and 
toil incidental to a, successful stalk, and 
there the advantage of a good - shikari 
comes in. In this respect Mr. Boisragon 
was fortunate in having in one Jehan Khan 
a guide “described as the most. wonderful 
man the writer ever met. ‘His great points 
were that he was strong as an-ox, hard as nails, 
and had the eyes of a hawk that could discern 
game where the sportman could not see it with 
the aid of a telescope, Ie was a worderful 
“cragsman, tod, and besides instruction in the 
stalking of ibex he gave the.sahib some excel- 
Jent lessons in rock-climbing. The first Kill 


‘brought the hunters up behind’a rock within 
Morty yards of a splendid herd. An old buck, 
the finest of the herd, fell to the first shot. The 
horns of this specinien were, very’ massive and 
measured forty-one inches round the curve, 
‘The next kill was effected on another day, 
and after considerable feats of climbing in the 
‘course of the stalk, ‘The shooting position was 
exceedingly awkward, but the hunter had no 
cause to be dissatisfied with the result. By 
dangerous crag work a position was gained-on 
a ledge of rock within twenty yards of an 
isolated member ‘of a herd, This, however, 
was neglected for finer ones known. to be near 
by, though still invisible.
